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HISTORY 
OF THE 
OFFICES OF THE SECRETARIES OF STATE, 
1253 ro 1876. 


Tux earliest mention of a Sceretary to The Sovereign occurs in the 87th ycar 
of the reign of Henry III, 1253. 

There was only one Principal Sccretary of State until the 20th year of the reign 
of Henry VIII, 1539, when the number was increased to two, both being of equal 
rank and authority, 

Upon the union with Scotland, in the 6th year of the reign of Queen Anne, 
1708, a third Principal Secretary of State was added, viz., for Scotch Affairs, but 
this appointment ceased in January, 1746. 

In the 8th year of the reign of George III, January 20, 1768, a Principal 
Secretary of State for the American or Colonial Department was added, who was 
styled “Secretary of State for the Colonics,” but this appointment was abolished in 
1782 (Act 25 Geo. III. c. 82). 

At the time when only two Principal Secretaries of State existed, the duties were 
divided between the North and South Departments—the Northern Department, or 
Province, included the Low Countries, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, Russia, 
&e.; and the Southern Department, or Province, France, Switzerland, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, and Turkey, &c. . 
os In the 17th year of the reign of George III, March 27, 1782, the terms 
“Northern” and “ Southern” were discontinued; when the duties were divided 
between the “‘ Home” and “ Foreign” Departments—the affairs of Ireland and the 
Colonies devolving upon the elder of the two Secretaries. 

In the 29th year of the reign of George III, July 17, 1794, a Principal 
Secretary of State for War was appointed ; and the business of the Colonies, which 
had hitherto been carried on at the Home Department, was transferred to that 
Secretary, March 17, 1801. 

In the 17th year of the reign of Victoria, June 12, 1854, a Fourth Principal 
Secretary of State was appointed, when the business of the War Department was 
separated from the Colonial Department. 

In the 22nd year of the reign of Victoria, September 2, 1858, on the abolition 
of the East India Company’s Charter, a Fifth Principal Secretary of State was 
appointed for the Affairs of India. 

There are now Five Secretaries of State, viz., for the Home, Foreign, Colonial, 


War, and India Departments.

1834 ; at Vienna, May 9, 1839; Secretary of Legation 
to the Confederated States of the Swiss Cantons, De-

The escort left 
with the wounded, had, by casualties, been reduced to a 
few stragglers, and being entirely separated from the 
column, this small party with the wounded were forced 
into a house, in which they defended themselves till it 
vas set on fire. They then retreated to a shed a few 
yards from it, and in this place continued to defend 
themselves fur more than twenty-two hours, till 
relieved. At last only six men and Mr. Home re- 
mained to fire. Of four officers who were with the 
party, all were badly wounded, and three are aince 
dead. The conduct of the defeuce during the latter 
part of the time devolved therefore on Mr. Home, and 
to his active exertions previously tu being forced into 
the house, and his good conduct throughout, the safety 
of any of the wounied and the successful defence is 
mainly to be attributed.” He served in China during 
the war in 1860, and was appomted Surgeon to the 
late Earl of Elgin and his Special Embassy.

Finding, however, that Lieutenant Hobson 
could uot be removed without a stretcher, he theu ran 
back across the open space to Egerton’s Pit, where 
he procured one, and carried it to where Lieutenant 
Hobscn was lying. All this was done under a very 
heavy fire from the Russian batteries.” He resigned 
hisCommission March 3, 1857; wasnominated Attaché, 
February 12; 1857, passed an examination before the

Then Mr, March, though benumbed with 
cold, at the greatest possible risk, again swam to the 
vessel, dived near her keel, recovered the lad, and 
brought him safeto land. The remainder of the crew— 
which consisted of six men in all—got salely to land. 
Mr. March was for a time completely prostrated from 
the effects of his exertions and the intense cold, but 
by care and attention he was restured; a result 
scarcely to have been expected under the circum- 
stances.” Mr. March also holds the French Imperial 
Gold Medal de Sanvetage, and the Royal Humane 
Society's Medal of the Ist Class.

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COMMUTATION OF PENSIONS. 


FORM OF INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS WHO MAY DESIRE TO COMMUTE 
OIVIL COMPENSATION ALLOWANCES, UNDER THE PENSIONS COMMUTA- 


TION ACT, 1871 (84 and 35 Vict., . 86). 


1, Any person who has retired or has been removed 
from a public civil office® in cons ¢ of the abolition 
of his office, or for the purpose facilitating improve- 
ments in the organisation of the Department to which 
he belonged, to whom an annual pension has been 
granted by way of compensation for such retirement or 
removal, and who inay be desirous of commuting such 
pension under the Pensions Commutation Act of 1871, 
must make application in writing to the head or heads 

rof the Department to which he belonged, stating his 
destre so to commute, and furnishing information as to 
his age, the office which he held, and the amount of his 
compensation allowance. : 

2. If the head of the Department to which he belonged 
shall think Propet. to recommend the commutation under 
the fourth clause of the 4th section of the Act, the person 
will be so informed’ by the t ead of the Department, and 
his application will be forwarded to the Commutation 
Board for consideration. 

3. The person will then receive further instructions 
from that Board. 


4, The Commutation Board will require the person to 
give such information as to his health and habits as is 
usual in the case of persons proposing to assure their 
lives in assurance companies, and he will be required to 
submit himself for personal examination at the office of 
the Board at the National Debt Off'ce, 19, Old Jewry, in 
the City of London. 

&. The basis of the commutation will be the following 
Table, subject to an addition of years of age in the case 
of impaired lives. 

6. The amount of money to be paid in commutation 
of the pension will be fixed by the Treasury on the recom- 
mendation of the Commutation Board. The applicant 
will then be informed of the amount, and he will have 
the option of withdrawing his application on the payment 
oe fee of 3i. 8s. within 80 days after receiving that 
notice. 

7, If the applicant shall not withdraw his application 
and pay the above fee within that period the decision will 
be considered final, and the commutation of pension 
will take place absolutely.

PRECEDENCE OF DIPLOMATIC AGENTS. 
(In force, January 1876.) : 


REGULATIONS annezed to the VIENNA CONGRESS TREATY, of June 9, 1815. 


Im order to prevent the inconveniences which have 
frequently occurred, and which might again arise, from 
claims of precedence among different Diplomatic Agents, 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Powers who signed the Treaty 
of Paris have agreed on the following Articles, and they 
think it their duty to invite the Plenipotentiaries of 
other Crowned Heads to adopt the same regulation :— 


AxtrcLE I.—Diplomatic Agents are divided into three 
classes:—That of Ambassadors, Legates, ar Nuncios; 
that of Envoys, Ministers, or other persons accredited to’ 
Sovereigns: that of Chargés d’Affaires accredited to 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs. 

II. Ambassadors, Legates, or Nuncios, only, have the 
representative character, 

TII. Diplomatic Agents on an extraordinary mission 
have not, on that account, any superiority of rank. 

IV. Diplomatic Agents shall take precedence in their 
respective classes, according to the date of the official 
notification of their arrival. The present Regulation

V. A uniform mode shall be determined in each State 
for the reception of Diplomatic Agents of each class. 

VI. Relations of consanguinity, or of family alliance 
between Courts, confer no precedence on their Diplo- 
matic Agents. The same rule also applies to political 
alliances. 

VII. In Acts or Treaties between several Powers 
which grant alternate precedence, the order which is to 
be observed in the signatures shall be decided by lot 
between the Ministers.

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REGULATIONS for HER MAJESTY’S DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 
(Revised and Confirmed by Earl Granville, December 16, 1872.) 


Nomination, Qualificution, and Exramination of 
Candidates for Atlachéships 

I. CanprpaTEs nominated for Attachéships in the 
Diplomatic Service must pass an examination before the 
Civil Service Commissioners, and at the time of present. 
ing themselves for it they must have completed the 
twentieth year of their age and must not have exceeded 
the twenty-sixth. They must be prepared to present 
themselves for examination within three months from 
the date of their nomination. 

Candidates, subject to the exceptions ‘hereinafter 
stated, must satisfy the examiners in respect to the fol- 
lowing points 

1. Orthography. 

2. Handwriting. 

3. Précis writing. 


4. That they are well grounded in Latin grammar, and” 


are able to construe and parse a portion of some good 
classica! Latin author, and to give the derivation of words. 

5. That they are acquainted with the first four rules of 
arithmetic and decimal fractions, as given in Colenso’s 
Arithmetic, and with the first book of Euclid. 

6. That they have a general knowledge of geography. 

7. That they have a general knowledge of French 
grammar; that they can converse fluently in the French 
Tanguage on ordinary topics, and translate correctly from 
French into English and from English into French. 

8. That they have a general knowledge of the 

i 1 history of England, to be acquired from 
« Commentaries” (Ker’s Edition, 1862), and 
Hallam’s ‘Constitutional History of England.” 

9. That they have a general knowledze of the politica? 
history of Europe, and of the United States of North 
America. from the Treaty of Paris, in 1815, to the Treaty 
of Villafranca, in 1860, comprising an acquaint..nce with 
the most important international transactions during 
that period. 

10. That they have a general knowledge of political 
economy, to be acquired from Adam Smith’s “Wealth of 
Nations,” and Mill's ‘‘ Political Economy.” 

11. That they are generally intelligent, as evinced by 
the manner in which they acquit themselves under exa- 
mination, and specifically by the quickness they may 
show in seizing the points in papers read by them, or read 
over to them, once or twice. 


Candidates who may be exempted from Part of the 
Examination. 


II. Candidates who, after statutable residence, have 
taken a degree in one of the Universities of the United 
Kingdom will be exempted from examination in all the 
above-mentioned subjects, except handwriting, pré 
and French. 

Candidates who have passed the first public examina 
tion in Classics at one of the Universities in Great Britain 
or Ireland, or at the Royal Academy at Woolwich, or one 
of the public examinations for the Army or Navy, will be 
exempted from being examined in Latin; but candidates 
claiming this exemption must, on going up for examina- 
tion, exhibit to the Civil Service Commissioners a certi- 
ficate from the duly constituted authorities, examiners, 
or others, under whom they have been examined, that 
they have passed the first public examination in Classics, 
in whatever manner that examination may have been 
conducted, and to whatever point directed. 


Period of Service of Altachés. 


III. The services of Attachés will reckon from the date 
of the certificate granted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and will be considered as probationary for two 
years from that date, during which period the Attachés 
must have heen employed for 6 months in the Foreign 
Office, and must also have actually resided at one of Her 
Majesty’s Embassies or Missions abroad, or have been 
actually employed in the Foreign Office for such a time 
as in the aggregate will make up a further period of 
eighteen months, exclusive of any leave of absence, 
during either period. The time, however, necessarily 
employed in journeys to and from Missions out of Europe 
will be allowed to count towards the completion of the 
required term. If these conditions as to employment and 
residence have not been fulfilled at the expiration of two 


years from the date of the certificate of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, the pro ationary period will be prolonged 
until they have been fulfilled. 


Commissions as Third Secretaries,and a Salary of 
£160 a-year. 

IV. and V. Commissionsas Third Secretaries under Her 
Majesty’s Sign-Manual will be granted to Attachés, on the 
termination of the probationary period, and on the fulfil- 
ment of the conditions specified in the present Regulations, 
together with a Salary at the rate of 150/. a-year, pro- 
vided that their general character and conduct, during 
the time they have served, have been satisfactory, and 
that the Minister under whom they have last served 
certifies that as far as he has the means of forming an 
opinion, they understand and speak French well, and also 
one other foreign language. 


Allowance of £100 a-year for Knowledge of 
Public Law. 


VI. Third Secretaries who may after examination satisfy 
the Civil Service Commissioners that they possess a 
competent knowledge of public law, will receive while 
serving in that class an additional allowance of 100/.a-year. 


Second Secretaries. 


VII. Second Secretaries will constitute an intermediate 
Class between 3rd Secretaries and Secretaries of Legation. 
They will receive a minimum salary of 300/. a-year, in- 
creasing by 15/. a-year until it reaches a maximum of 
450(. a-year. But Second Secretaries at those posts to 
which a higher salary than 300/. a-year is assigned will 
not receive this annual increment until they shall be 
entitled by length of service to a salary greater than 
that so assigned. 


Employment and Designation of Second and Third 


Secretaries. 


VIII. Secretaries of the Second and Third Classes may, 

the discretion of the Secretary of State, be appointed 
indiscriminately to serve either :n an Embassy or Mis-ion, 
without reference to their previous employment in one 
or other of them. They are to be designated as Third or 
Second Secretary in the specific Embassy or Mission in 
which they may at that time be employed, but not as 
Third or Second Secretary of Embassy or Legation. 


Spectal Allowance of £100 a-year for Languages. 

IX. Any Secretary of Embassy or of Legation, Second 
or Third Secretary or Attaché on probation, who shall be 
reported by the head of the Mission in which he is em- 
ployed to possess a competent knowledge, colloquial or 
otherwise, for ordinary purposes, of the Russian, Turkish, 
Persian, Japanese, or Chinese language, while servin, 
in any country where such language is vernacular, shall 
receive a special allowance of 100/. a-year over and above 
any other salary or allowance which he may be in 
receipt of. 


Rules us to Pensions of the Fourth Class. 


X. In virtue of Her Majesty's Commissions, the ser- 
vice of Second and Third Secretaries will count for their 
pensions, under the Act of 32 & 33 Vict., cap. 43, from 
the date of the issue of their first Commission; but the 
amount of pension to be assigned to them will be caleu. 
lated, so long as they remain Second or Third Secretaries, 
for each year that has elapsed since the date of their first 
Commission, at one-thirtieth part of the last salary of 
which they were in receipt at the time of the pension 
being granted, provided that no pension shall continue 
to be issued to a person not incapacitated by ill-health, 
medically certified, who may decline active service before 
he has reached the sixtieth year of his age, after which 
aye no person shall be required to serve as Second ot 
Third Secretary. 


Period of Service in the same Embassy or Mission. 


XI. Second or Third Secretaries and Attaché, as a gene- 
tal rule, will not be employed tor more than two years in 
the same Embassy or Mission, exclusive of the periods 
during which they may have been absent on leave. But the 
Secretary of State reserves to himself full power to extend

XIII. Secretaries of Embassy or Legation, Second and 
Third Secretaries and Attachés , will, on their first appoint- 
Ment, or on any subsequent removal for promotion, or 
other public reason, be allowed their actual travelling 
expenses by land, or the actual amount of thetr passages 
by sea, either from England to their post, or from one 
foreign post to another; and in the case of Secretaries of 
Embassy or Legation, and of Second Secretaries, the like 
expenses will be allowed to them for one servan 
have one; and they will further be allowed eu 
money for themselves, but not for their servant, at the 
Tate of one pound a day, while travelling by land, and by 
sea if subsistence is not included in the passage money. 
In the event of 2 passage being afforded to Secretaries or 
Attachés on board one of Her Majesty’s ships of war, the 
allowances made will be in conformity with the Admi- 
ralty Regulations; but the travelling expenses and sub- 
sistence of the families of Secretaries of Attachés will 
not be allowed. 

No allowance will be made to Members of the Diplo- 
matic Service for journeys undertaken for their own 
convenience, in pursuance of leave of absence. 


Secretaries and Altachés may be required to carry. 
Despatches. 


XIV. In the case of any journey of which the expense is 
to be allowed, all Secretaries and Attachés will be bound 
to take charge of despatches, if required; and in that 
case they will be expected to perform the journey: with- 
out delaying on the road. 


Membere of the Diplomatic Service te go to any Posts 
to which they may be Appointed. 


XV. It isto be distinctly understood that, in future 
all the Members of the Diplomatic Service will be ex- 
pected to take their turn in whatever part of the world 
their services may be required; and that, except as re- 
gards Tehran and Pekin, where no accommodation can 
be procured for married nen, every Secretary or Attaché, 
whether married or unmarried, must be prepared to go 
to the post at which the requirements of the public 
service demand his presence, and to which he may be 
appointed. 


Interchange of Employment between Second and Third 
Secretaries, and Junior Clerks in the Foreign Opfice. 


XVI. The Secretary of State, should he see occasion, 
will, for the advantage of the public service, allow Second 
and Third Secretaries, and Attachés to interchange for a 
time their duties with Clerks of the three Junior Classes 
in the Foreign Office; the several parties being bound, 
for the whole period through which the interchange 
extends, in every respect to perform the duties and to 
submit to the obligations attaching to the situation which 
they may temporarily occupy. 

‘The Secretary of State will, moreover, if he sees reason 
to do so, direct such temporary interchange of duties to 
be made, irrespective of the wishes of the parties, between 
Second or Third Secretaries, or Attachés, and Clerks in 
the Foreign Office; or he will direct such persons to be 
employed for a time, at home or abroad, without any 
interchange, making in either case any allowance to 
such parties that he may consider just and reasonable. 
In the case of temparary interchanges between Secre- 

ies and Clerks, they will respectively rank, in the 
y or Mission, and Foreign Office, as the case may 
be, during the period for which the interchange shall 
last, after the Junior in the claxs of Secretaries or Clerks 
to which either of them belongs. 

A First-class Junior Clerk who may be permanently 
transferred to the Diplomatic Service will receive a Com- 
mission as Second Secretary; a Second or Third Class 
Junior Clerk will similarly receive a Commission as 
Third Secretary. 

Junior Clerks 


in the Foreign Office temporarily em- 
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ployed in a Special or in an Ordinary Embasay or Mission, 
will in like manner receive, according to their class, 
Acting Commissions as Second or Third Secretaries. % 


Annual. Reporls on Conduct of Junior Secretaries 
and Atlachés. 


XVII. Heads of Missions will be required toreport annu- 
ally, on the Ist of January in each year to the Secretary of 
State the mode in which, during so much of the preceding 
gene as they shall have served in such Mission, each 

cond and Third Secretary an¢ Attaché in his Mission 
has discharged i public duty, and such reports will be 
duly considered before any promotion or increase of pay 
or promotion is aceorded to the persons to whom they 
apply. These reports will be considered to be strictly 
confidential, and it will rest with the Secretary of State 
to determine as to extenuating circumstances.when they 
are unfavourable, 


Promotions and Appointments to High Diplomatic 
Posts. 


XVIII. The Secretary of State reserves to himself the 
Power to recommend tothe Queen to name any person, 
even though not in the Diplomatic Service, for the 
higher and more responsible posts in it, and, generally, 
in regard to all promotions whatever in the Diplomatic 
Service, the Secretary of State will not be restricted by 
claims founded on seniority or membership of the profes- 
sion from making any such selection as on hia own re- 
sponsibility he may deem right. 


Duration of Appointments of Heads of Missions. 


XIX. The duration of the appointments of Heads of 
Missions at foreign Courts shall not exceed, though it 
may be less than, five years; aud atthe expiration of five 
yeate the question of reappointment, though in that case 
not involving fresh credentials, or of transfer to another 
Mission, shall be open for consideration. 


Deductions to be made from Salaries of Heads of 
Missions on Leave of Absence 

XX.* With a view to relieve the Heads of Missions on 
leave of absence on private grounds, the deduction to 
be made from their salaries will in future be limited, for 
@ period not exceeding 60 days from the date of their 
departure from their posts, to the sum required to pro- 
vide for the allowances of the Acting Chargé d’Affaires 
according to the Regulations which may he in force at the 
time being; on the expiration of which period the deduc- 
tion will be at the rate of one-half of their salaries. 
Such period of sixty days may either be oue of sixty con- 
secutive days, or of sixty days occurring at interval 
the course of one vear, beginning on the Ist of Janu: 
and. ending on the 8!st of Decemter. But Heads of Mis. 
sions to whom, on the ground of their having remained 
aninterruptedly at their poste during the year preceding 
that in which leave is applied for an accumulated 
leave of 120 days may be granted by the Secretary of State, 
will not be subject to be placed on half salary until after 
the expiration of that period, reckoned from the date of 
their departure from their posts. It must be distinctly 
understood that Heads of Missious will not be allowed to 
accumulate more than two years’ leave, and that the 
Secretary of State reserves to himself to withhold this 
permission as often as he may see fit to do 80. 


Addresses of Members of the Diplomatic Service. No- 
tice to be given of Addresses of Persons on Leave 
of Absence, und in the case of Junior Members of 
intended departure for their posts. 


XXI. Members of the Diplomatic Service of all ranks 
on leave of absence must leave with or send to the Door- 
keeper of the Foreign Office an addre: which letters 
may be sent for them; and Secretaries and Attachés, 
previously to leaving England to proceed to or return to 
their posts, must notify the time of their intended de- 
parture to one of the Under-Secretaries of State. 


Allowances during War or Interruption of Relations. 


XXII. Should an Ambassador, Minister, or Secretary 
of whatever class, by reason of war or other interruption 
of Diplomatic relations, be withdrawn, fromactive service

The Political Gonstitution of the several States, 
and Unions of States, in Europe and America, so far as 
the constitution of each may affect its international 
relations. 


(4.) The status, duties, and privileges of Public Minis- 
ters and Diplomatic Agents. 

(5.) The general principles of the Law of Nationality 
and of Domicil.

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REGULATIONS RESPECTING FOREIGN ORDERS AND 
MEDALS. 


The Queen has been pleased to direct that the following Regulations respecting 


Foreign Orders and Medals shall be substituted for those now in force. 


(1855.) 


(In force, January 1876.) 


FOREIGN ORDERS. 


1. No Subject of Her Majesty shall accept a Foreign 
Order from the Sovereign of any foreign country, or 
wear the Insignia thereof, without having previously 
obtained Hor Majesty's permission to that effect, signified 
by a Warrant under Her Royal Sign Manual. 7 


2. Such permission shall not be granted to any Sub- 
ject of Her Majesty, unless the Foreign Order shall 
have been conferred in consequence of active and dis- 
tinguished Service before the Enemy, either at Sea or in 
the Field; or unless he shall have been actually and 
entirely employed, beyond Her Majesty's dominions, in 
the Service of the Foreign Sovereign by whom the 
‘Order is conferred. 


8. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to confer 
upon a British snbject the Insignia of an Order, must 
be notified to Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Afairs, either through the British 
Minister accredited at ‘the Court of such Foreign 
Sovereign, or through His Minister accredited at the 
Court of Her Majesty. 


4. If the service for whick it is proposed to confer 
the Order has been performed during War, the notifi- 
cation required by the preceding Clause must be made 
not later than two years after the exchange of the 
ratifications of a ‘Treaty of Peace. 

If the service has been performed in time of Peace, 
the notification must be made within two years after the 
date of such service. 


5, After such notification shall have been received, 


Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs shall, if the case comes within the conditions 
prescribed by the present Regnlations, and arises from 
naval or military Service before the Enemy, refer it to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the War 
Department, previous to taking Her Majesty's pleasure 
therenpon, in order to ascertain whether there be any 
objection to Her Majesty's permission being granted. 

A similar reference shall also be made to the Com. 
mander-in-Chief, if the application relates to an Officer 
in the Army, or to the Lords of the Admiralty if it 
relates to an Officer in the Navy. 


6. When Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 
or Foreign Affairs shall have taken the Queen's pleasure 


on any such application, and shall have obtained Her 
Majesty's permission for the person in whose favour it 
has been made to accept the Foreign Order and wear the 
Insignia thereof, he vhall signify the same to Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of Stato for the Home 
Department, in order that he may cause the Warrant 
required by Clause 1 to be prepared for the Royal Sign 
Manual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by the 
Queen, a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
Gazette, stating the service for which the Foreign Order 
has been conferred. 


7. The Warrant signifying Her Majesty's permission, 
may, at the request and at the expense of the person who 
has obtained it, be registered in the College of Arms, 


8. Every such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain a 
Clause providing that Her Majesty's licence and permis» 
sion does not authorize the assumption of any style, 
appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege appertaining 
to a Knight Bachelor of Her Majesty's Realms. 


9. When a British subject has received the Royal 
permission to accept a Foreign Order he will at any 
Suture time be allowed to accept the decoration of a 
higher class of the same Order, to which he may have 
become eligible by increase of rank in the Foreign ser- 
vice, or in the service of his own country; or any other 
distinctive mark of honour strictly consequent upon the 
acceptance of the original Order, and common to every 
person upon whom such Order is conferred, 

10. The preceding Clause shall not be taken to 
apply to Decorations of the Guelphic Order which were 
bestowed on British subjects by Her Maj sty's prede- 
cessors, King George IV. and King William IV, on 
whose heads the Crowns of Great Britain and Hanover 
were united, 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly be consi- 
dered us rewards granted by a Foreign Sovereign for 
services rendered according to the purport of Clause 2 
of these Regulations. They must be rather considered 
As personal favours bestowed on British subjects by 
British Sovereigns, and as having no reference to ser. 
vices rendered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover.

FOREIGN MEDALS. 


1. Application for permission to accept and wear 
Medals which, not being the decoration of any Foreign 
Order, are conferred by a Foreign Sovereign on British 
subjects in the Army or in the Navy, for military or 
for naval services, should be addressed, as the case may 
be, to the Commander-in-Chief or the Lords of the 
Admiralty, who, if they see fit, may submit the same to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, for Her Majesty’s sanctio upon obtaining 
which they may grant auch permission without any 
other formality. 


2. Any British subject is at liberty to accept and 
wear a Foreign Medal, not being the Decoration of a 
Foreign Order, bestowed by competent authority for 
acts of bravery in saving human life. An officer, 
soldier, marine, or sailor must, however, first obtain 
permission from the Commander-in-Chief, or the Lords 
of the Admiralty, as the case may be. 

3. No permission is necessary for accepting a Foreign 
Medal, if such Medal is not ta be worn,

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REGULATIONS RESPECTING PASSPORTS. 


1. Applications for Foreign Office Passports must be made in writing; and inclosed in a cover addressed 
to ‘The Chet Clerk. roreign Uffice, London,"’ with the word ‘‘ Passpont” conspicuously written on the cover. 

2. The charge on the issue of a passport, whatever number of persons may be named in it, is 2s. If the 
applicant reside in the country, and if it is desired that the passport should be sent by post, that sum must be 
forwarded with the application for the passport by a Post Office order, made payable at the Post Office, Charing 
Cross, London, to the Chief Clerk of the Foreign Office, Francis B. Alston, Esq. Postage stamps will not be 
received in payment. 

3. Foreign Office Passports are granted only to British-born subjects, or to such foreigners as have become 
naturalized either by Act of Parliament or by a Certificate of Naturalization granted by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department. When the party is a ‘‘ Naturalized British subject,” he will be so designated in his 
passport; and if his certificate of naturalization be dated subsequently to the 24th uf August, 1850, and previously 
to the Ist of August, 1858, his passport will be marked as good for one year only; or should the certificate be dated 
subsequently to the Ist of August, 1858, his passport will in that case be marked as good for six monthe only, 
except in cases where a licence for a longer period of residence abroad has been granted by the’Secretary of State 
for the Home Department: but this regulation will not preclude any person whom it affects from obtaining, at 
the Foreign Office, at any future time, on his producing his old passport, a fresh passport in exchange for it for a 
further limited period, without being required to pay a fresh charge. A Foreign Office passport granted to a 
British-born subject, or to a ‘‘ Naturalized British subject” who has been naturalized by Act of Parlioment, or 
whose certificate of naturalization is dated previously to the 24th of August, 1850, is not limited in point of time, 
but is available for any time, or for any number of journeys to the Continent. Aliens naturalized as British 
subjects under the Naturalization Act, 1870 ($3 Vict. c. 14), will also receive passports unlimited in point of time, 
but subject to the qualification mentioned in the 7th Clause of the Act. 

4. Passports are granted to all persons either known to the Secretary of State or recommended to him by some 
person who is known to him; or upon the application of any Banking Firm established in London, ot in any part 
of the United Kingdom; or upon the production of a Certificate of Identity (see subjoined Form) signed by any Mayor, 
Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary, resident in tke 
United Kingdom. In certain cases, the production of a Certificate of Birth may be demanded. 

5. If the applicant fora passport be a Naturalized British subject, his certificate of naturalization, with his 
signature subscribed to the oath printed‘on the third page of it, must be forwarded to the Foreign Office with tbe 
certificate of identity granted on his behalf; and his certificate of naturalization will be returned with the passport 
to the person who may have granted the certificate of identity, in order that he may cause such Naturalized 
British subject to sign the passport in his presence. The agents at the outports are not authorized to grant pass- 
ports to naturalized British subjects, and such persons, if resident in London or in the suburbs, must apply 
personally for their passports at the Foreign Office. 

6. Passports are issued at the Foreign Office, between the hours of 11 and 4, on the day following that on 
which the application for the passport has been received at the Foreign Office. 

7. A passport cannot be issued by the Foreign Office, or by an agent at an outport, on behalf of a person already 
abroad; such person, being a British-born subject, should apply for one to the nearest British Mission or Consulate. 
A passport cannot be issued abroad to a naturalized British subject, except for a direct journeyto England, or in the 
case of a colonial naturalized subject for a journey back to the colony where he has been naturalized. Neither can 
ai passport granted at the Foreign Office toa naturalized British subject fora limited period be renewed by Her 
Majesty's Diplomatic or Consular Agents in foreign countries; but only at the Foreign Office. 

8. The bearer of every passport granted by the Foreign Office should sign his passport as soon as he receives it : 
without such signature elther the visa may be refused, or the validity of the passport questioned abroad. Travellers 
who may have any intention of visiting the Russian Empire at any time in the course of their travels are particu- 
larly and earnestly advised not to quit England without having had their passports visés at the Russian Consulate 
jn London, 17, Great Winchester-street, EC. Persons proceeding to Cuba, Portugal, or Turkey, should also have 
their passports visés at the Spanish Consulate, 155, Fenchurch-street; at the Portuguese Consulate, 8, St. Mary Axe; 
and at the Turkish Embassy, 1, Bryanstone-square, respectively. Travellers about to proceed to any other country 
need uot obtain the visa of the Diplomatic or Consular Agents of such country, resident in the United Kingdom. 

‘N.B—Although British subjects are now free to enter Belgium, France, Germany, Holland, Italy, Denmark, Sweden, and 
Norway, without passports, and the rules about passports have been virtually relaxed in several other countrics, nevertheless, British 
subjects about to visit the Continent are recommended not to omit to provide themselves with passports, for even in those countries 


where they are no lonxer obligatory, re found to be convenient, as offering a ready means of identification, and more particu 
Jarly when letters have to be claimed at a poste reatante.

DIPLOMATIC SALARIES, ALLOWANCES, AND PENSIONS. 
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32 & 38 Vict., cap. 48.—2 August, 1869. 


‘Waenxas it is expedient to provide for the payment 
of the salaries, allowances, and pensions of versons in 
Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service out of moneys provided 
by Parliament instead of out of the Consolidated Fund, 
and otherwise to amend the law respecting the same: 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords itual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Pa: ent 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Short Title, 


1, This Act may be cited as “ The Diplomatic Salaries, 
ae., Act, 1869.” 


Commencement of Act. 


2, This Act shall come into operation as on and from 
the Ist day ef April, 1869, which day is in this Act 
referred to as ‘the commencement of this Act.” 


Interpretation of Terms. 


3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires— 

The term ‘ Treasury” means the Lord High Trea- 

surer, or the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury : 

The term ‘‘Secretary of State” means that one of 
Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State who is 
entrusted with the Seals of the Department for 
Foreign Affairs, or performs the duties of that 
Department. 


" Sections 4, 6,6, 7, and 8, and part of Sections 12 
and 18 of 2: 3 Wm. IV, cap. 116, and 
22 & 23 Vict., cap. 6, repealed. 


4. Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 of the Act of the session of 
the 2nd and $rd Years of William IV, chapter 116, ‘‘to 
provide for the salaries of certain high and judicial 
officers, and payments hitherto made out of the Civil List 
xevenues,” and so much of sections 12 and 13 of the same 
‘Act as relates to diplomatic salaries, allowances, and 
pensions, and tbe whole of the Act of the session of the 
22nd and 28rd years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter 5, ‘‘to remove doubts as to the qualification of 
persons holding diplomatic pensions to sit in Parlia- 
ment,” are hereby repealed, as from the commencement 
of this Act. 

Provided that this repeal shall not affect any pensions 
now payable under the said Act; and those pensions 
shall be paid out of the Consolidated Fund, and the 
accounts thereof shall be laid before Parliament in the 
same manner as if this Act had not passed. 


Salaries, Pensions, &c., Payable out of Annual 
Votes. 


5, After the commencement of this Act all salaries, 
allowances, and pensions (other than pensions granted 
before the commencement of this Act) payable to persons 
in Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, shall be paid out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, and shall be paid on 
such days and in such manner as the Treasury may, with 
the consent of the Secretary of State, from time to time 
appoint. 


Amounts of Diplomatic Pensions. 


6. After the commencement of this Act the Treasury, 
on the recommendation of the Secretary of State, may 

‘ant pensions during life to persons in Her Majesty’s 

iplomatic Service, not exceeding the salary which the 
pensioner may be receiving at the time that his active 


employment ceases, and not exceeding the following 
amounts; namely: 

(1.) 1,702. per annum for a Ist class pension. 

(2.) 1,3003. per annum for a Qnd class pension. 

(3) 9002. per annum for a 3rd class pension. 

4.) 7004. per annum for a 4th class pension. 


Qualifications for Pension. 


7. With respect to the qualifications for pensions under 
this Act, the following provisions shall have effect : 

(1.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of any class, until the expiration of 15 
years from the date of his first commission, and 
‘unless he has actually served in some foreign State 
or States, either continuously or on different occa- 
sions, during a time amounting in the aggregate 
to 10 years: 

(2.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of the Ist class unless he has been an 
Ambassador, and in that capacity has actually 
resided in some foreign State or States, either con- 
tinuously or on different occasions, during a time 
amounting in the aggregate to $ years: 

(8.) A person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
ension of the Qnd class unless he has been an 
nvoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 

on a Mission of the first class, and in that capacity 
has actually resided in some foreign State or States, 
either continuously or on different occasions, 
during a time amounting in the aggregate to 


6 years : 

(4.) A’ person shall not be qualified for receiving a 
pension of the Srd class unless he has been an 

nvoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
on a Mission of the second class, or a Minister 
Plenipotentiary, or a Minister Resident, or a Chazgé 
q@Affaires and Consul-General in some foreign 
State or States, or aChargéd’A ffaires in some foreign 
State or States, where no other Diplomatic Repre- 
sentative is usually appointed to reside on behalf of 
Her Majesty, or an Agent and Consul-General in 
some foreign State or States where his duties have 
been generally of a political character, and in one 
or more of those capacities has actually resided in 
some foreign State or States, either continuously 
or on different occasions, during a time amounting 
in the aggregate to 5 years: 

(5.) A period of residence in any capacity which, if 
continued, would be a qualification for any class of 
pension may count as part of the qualification for 
a lower class of pension. 


Pension to Invalided Secretaries. 


8, Where a person holding a commission as Second or 
‘Third Secretary in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service, and 
ated served in such capacities, or one of them, fora 
period not less than five years, is constrained, from 
infirmity of mind or body, to leave that service before 
the completion of the period which would qualify him for 
a pension under the other provisions of this Act, the 
Treasury may grant to him an allowance during his life, 
not exceeding for each year of his service in the said 
capacities, or one of them (if he has only served in one), 
one-thirtieth part of the amount of the annual salary 
which he may be receiving at the time that he leaves the 
service. 


Allowance in case of Bodily Injury. 


9. Where a person in Her Majesty's Diplomatic Service, 
by reason of severe bodily injury, occasioned without his 
own default in the discharge of his duty, is constrained 
to leave that service before the completion of the period 
which would qualify him for a pension under the other 
provisions of this Act, the Treasury may grant to him a 
gratuity not exceeding the amount of three months, 
salary for every two years of service, ora pension not 
exceeding ten-sixtieths (of (the) annual salsry which he 
may be receiving at the time that he leaves the service 
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Temporary Pension on Rupture of Diplomatic 
Relations. 


10, Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service, who is serving in any foreign State in any capa- 
city, and is, by reason of war or any interruption of 
diplomatic relations, withdrawn from active service 
before he has completed the term of service and period of 
residence which, under the provisions of this Act, would 
entitle him toa pension for having served in such 
capacity, the Treasury, at the request of the Secretary of 
State, may grant to hima temporary allowance calculated 
on the rate of pension which he would have earned if he 
had continued to reside in such capacity, regard being 
had to the length and character of his services, 

Every such allowance shall cease from the date of the 
ratification of a Treaty of Peace or the renewal of diplo- 
matic relations. 


Forfeiture of Pension on Refusal to Serve 
again. 


11. Ifany person who {s in receipt of a pension or tem- 
porary allowance under this Act, and has not attained the 
age of sixty years, and is not incapacitated by infirmity 
of mind or body (proved to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of State, by a medical certificate or otherwise), 
refuses, when required so to do by the Secretary of State, 
to proceed to any Mission which is of the same rank as 
that in respect of which his pension was granted, or to 
some Mission of higher rank, he shall forfeit his right to 
the pension and allowance. 


Suspension of Payment on Holding other Offices. 


12. Where a person having any pension or allowance 
under this Act is appointed to any office of profit under 
the Crown, or to any office the salary of which is payable 
out of the Consolidated Fund or moneys provided by 
Parliament, whether such office is in the United Kingdom 
or not, his pension and allowance, so long as he continues 
to hold such office, shall, if the emoluments of such office 
are equal to or larger than the pension or allowance, be 
suspended, and if the emoluments of such office are less 
than the pension or allowance, be diminished by the 
amount of such emoluments. 


Determination of Class of Missions. 


13. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty from time to 
time to determine the foreign States the Envoys Extra- 
ordinary and Ministers Plenipotentiary at which are 
thereafter to be deemed on First and Second Class 
Missions respectively for the purposes of a pension under 
this Act. 

Such determination shall be signified in writing under 
the hand of the Secretary of State to the Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury, and shall be laid before both 
Houses of Parliament within fourteen days after the 
signing thereof, if Parliament be then sitting, and if 
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Parliament be not then sitting, within fourteen days 
after the commencement of the next session. 

‘The arrangement existing at the commencement of 
this Act as to such First and Second Class Missions shall, 
until and except so far as altered under the provisions of 
this section, continue in force for the purposes of & 
pension under this Act. 


Employment beyond Limits of State. 


14. Where a person in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service is actually employed beyond the limits of the 
foreign State in which, under the terms of his credentials 
or commission he should properly reside, and is so 
employed on a special diplomatic mission or service, 
whether in or out of Her Majesty's dominions, or (being 
a Second or Third Secretary) is so employed for the 
advantage of the public service in the Department of 
Foreign Affairs in London, he shall, for the purposes of a 
pension under this Act, be deemed, during the time that 
he is so actually employed, to have been actually residing 
in such foreign State. 


Pension on Transfer from Civil (or Consular) 
to Diplomatie Service, and vice vers. 


15, Where a person in the Consular Service or in any 
other branch of the Civil Service of Her Majesty is 
appointed to some employment in the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, or where a person in the Diplomatic Service is 
appointed to some employment in the Civil Service of 
the State in the Department of Foreigr Affairs in London, 
and such person may suffer prejudice in regard to his 
retiring allowance by reason of his not continuing in -his 
former service, the Treasury may award to him, on his 
retirement from active service, such pension or super- 
annuation allowance under this Act and the Super- 
annuation Act, 1859, or one of them, as in their opinion 
will prevent his suffering such prejudice and is just, 
having regard to his services; but save as aforesaid a 
person receiving a pension under this Act shall not be 
entitled to any superannuation allowance under the 
Superannuation Act, 1859.

Pension, §c., to be Free from Taxes. 


16. Every pension, allowance, and gratuity under this 
Act shall be paid to the person entitled to the same 
without any abatement or deduction in respect of any 
taxes or duties at present existing, except the tax upon 
income. 


Pensioner may Sit in House of Commons. 


17. A pension under this Act shall not disqualify the 
holder for being elected or sitting or voting as a member 
of the House of Commons. 


An Act to remove doubts as to the Qualification of 


PERSONS HOLDING CIVIL SERVICE PENSIONS, OR RECEIVING 
SUPERANNUATION ALLOWANCES, TO SIT IN PARLIAMENT. 
32 & 33 Vict., cap. 15.—24 June, 1869. 


Wuenras the Acts ofthe 4th and 5th years of King 
William IV., Chapter 24, and of the 22nd year of Her 
Majesty, Chapter 26, regulate the conditions on which 
pensions, compensations, and allowarices shall be made 
to persons in respect of their having held civil offices in 
Her Majesty's service: 

‘And whereas doubts have arisen as to whether such 
pensions, compensations, or allowances, being those of 
reward and recompense for civil services authorized by 
Parliament, come within the provisions of the Act of the 
6th year of Queen Anne, Chapter 7, which renders any 
person holding a pension from the Crown during pleasure 
incapable of being elected or of sitting and voting as a 
Member of the House of Commons: 

Be it therefore enacted; and it is hereby enacted and 

clared by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 


with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows: 

1. That’ pensions, compensations, or allowances 
granted for civil services according to the provisions of 
the aforesaid Acts of the 4th and 5th years of King 
William IV. and the 22nd year of Her Majesty, or any 
other Act or Acts whatever, shall not disqualify the 
holder from being elected or sitting or voting as a 
member of the House of Commons. 

2. Nothing contained in this Act shall affect any of the 
provisions of the-aforesaid Acts of the 4th and 5th years 
of King William IV., and 22nd Victoria, Chapter 26, or 
of the Act of the 20th and 2let years)of Her Majesty, 
Chapter 87. 
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CIVIL SERVICE AND CONSULAR PENSIONS. 


(1.) An Act to alter, amend, and consolidate the Laws for regulating the Pensions, Compensation, 
and Allowances to be made to Persons in respect of their having held Civil Ollices in His 


Majesty’s Service. 


Pensions to the First Lord of the Treasury, 
Secretaries of State, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, First Lord of the Admiralty, Presi- 
dent of the India Board, President of the Board 
of Trade. 


‘Whereas by an Act passed in the 57th year of thereign 
of Hislate Majesty King GeorgelII [cap.65], toenable His 
Majesty to recompense the services of persons holding 
or who have held certain high and efficient civil oflices, 
His Majesty is empowered to grant pensions, as therein 
provided, to persons who shall have served His Majesty, 
his heirs or successors, in the offices therein mentioned : 
‘And whereas by an Act passed in the Gth year of the reign 
of His late Majesty King George IV, for amending the 
said recited Act, it is enacted, that the several other 
offices therein particularly described shall be deemed to 
be comprised in the several classes of offices in the said 
recited Act respectively specified: And whereas it is 
expedient that the amount of the pensions by the said 
two Acts authorized to be granted should as to future 
pensions be reduced, and the conditions under which the 
same shall be granted be altered and regulated: Be it 
therefore enacted by the King’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, that from 
and after the passing of this Act no pension to be 
granted to any person in respect of his having served in 
any one or more of the offices of First Lord of the 
Treasury, or one of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, or Chancellor of the Exchequer, or First Lord

Ordinary Rate of Superannuation Allowance. 


I. (Repeals sections X, XI, XII, XIV, XV, XVII, 
XIX, XXIV of Act 4 &5 Will. IV., c. 24.) z 

II. Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter 
contained, the superannuation allowance to be granted 
after the commencement of this Act to persons who shall 
have served in an established capacity in the permanent 
Civil Service of the State, whether their remuneration be 
computed by day pay, weekly wages, or annual salary, 
and for whom provision shall not otherwise have been 
made by Act of Parliament, or who may not be specially 
excepted by the authority of Parliament, shall be as follows; 
(that is to say,) 

To any person who shall have served 10 years and up- 
wards and under 11 years, an annual allowance 
10-60ths of the annual salary and emoluments of his 
office. 

For 11 years, and under 12 years, an annual allowance of 
11-60ths of such salary and emoluments. 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual 
allowance of 1-60th in respect of each additional 
year of such service, until the completion of a period 
of service of 40 years, when the annual allowance 
of 40-60ths may be granted; and no addition shal) 

- be made in respect of any service beyond 40 years, 
Provided always, that if any question should arise in any 
department of the public service as to he claim of any 


person or class of persons for superannuation under this 
clause, it shall be referred to the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, whose decision shall be final. 


Application uf Act to Persons already in the Civil 

Service, but without Prejudice to existing Rights. 

III. Nothing herein contained shall interfere with the 
grant, to the officers and clerks who entered the public 
service prior to the 5th day of August, 1829, of such super- 
annuation allowances as might hereafter have been granted 
to them under section 9 of the said Act of the 4th and 5th 
years of King William IV, or shall prevent, restrict, or 
diminish, any othersuperannuation allowance, pension, gra- 
tuity, or compensation which, if this Act had not been

Tequired, and that it is for the interest of the public that 
persons should be appointed thereto at an age exceeding that 
at which public service ordinarily begins; and by the same 
or any other order or warrant to direct that when any 
person now holding or who may hereafter be appointed to 
such office, or any of such class of offices, shall retire from 
the public’ service, a number of years not exceeding 20, to 
de specified in the said order or warrant, shall, in comput- 
ing the amount of superannuation allowance which may be 
granted to him under the foregoing section of this Act, be 
added to the number of years during which he may have 
actually served, and also to direct that in respect of such 
office or class of offices, the period of service required to en- 
title the holders to superannuation may be a period less 
than 10 years, to be specified in the order or warrant;

Allowances in cases of bodily Injury. 


-V. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury to grant to any person who, being the holder of an 
office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may 
be granted, but not having comnleted the period which 
would have entitled him to a superannuation allowance, is 
compelled to quit the public service by reason of severe 
bodily injury, occasioned, without his own default, in the 
discharge of his public duty, a gratuity not exceeding 3 
months pay for every 2 years of service, or a superannta- 
tion allowance not exceeding 10-60ths of the annual salary 
and emoluments of this office. * 


Power to Treasury to grant Gratuities in cuse of 
short Service. 


VIL It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury to grant to any person who, being the holder of an 
office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may 
be granted, is constrained, from infirmity of mind or body, 
to leave the public service before the completion of the 
period which would entitle him to a superannuation allow- 
‘ance, such stim of money by way of gratuity as the said 
Commissioners may think proper, but so as that no such 
gratuity shal] exceed the amount of one month’s pay for 
each year of service. 


Power to Treasury to grant Allowances on Abolition 
of Offices. , 

VII. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury to grant to any person retiring or removed from 
the public service in consequence of the abolition of his 
office, or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in 
the organization of the department to which he belongs, 
by which greater efficiency and economy can be effected. 
such special annual allowance by way of compensation, as 
on & full consideration of the circumstances of the case may 
seem to the said Commissioners to be a reasonable and just 
compensation for the loss of office; and if the compensation 
shall exceed the amount to which such person would have 
been entitled under the scale of superannuation provided 
by this Act if 10 years were added to the number of 
years which he may have actually served, such allowance 
shall be granted by special minute, stating the special 
grounds for granting such allowance, which minute shall 
be laid before Parliament, and no such allowance shall 
exceed 2-3rds of the salary and emoluments of the office. 


Condition of Grant of full Superannuations to 
public Servants not Heads of Departments. 


VIII. Itshall not be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
‘Treasury to grant the full amount of superannuation allows 
ance which can be granted under this Act to any person 
not being the head officer or/one of the head officers of a 
department, unless upon production of a certificate (signed 
by the head officer of the department, or by two head 
officers, if there be more than one) that he has served with 


diligenoe and fidelity to the satisfaction of ench head officer 
or officers; and in every case in which any superannuation 
allowance is granted, after the refusal of such certificate, 
the minute granting it shall state such refusal and the 
gronnds on which the allowance is granted. 


Power,to Treasury to grant Allowances for special 
Services, and for Demerits in individual Cases. 


IX. Provided, That it shall be lawful for the Comms- 
sioners of the ‘Treasury to grant to any person any super- 
annuation, compensation, gratuity, or other allowance of 
greater amount than the amount which might be awarded 
to him under the foregoing provisions, when special services 
rendered by such person, and requiring special reward, 
shall appear to them to justify such inerease, but so that 
such allowance shall in ‘no case exceed the salary and 
emoluments enjoyed by the grantee at the time of retire- 
ment, and the grounds of every such increase shall be 
stated in a minute of the Treasury, which shall be laid 
before Parliament; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners to grant toany person any such allowance 
of less amount than otherwise would have been awarded 
to him where his defaults or demerit in relation to the 
public service appear to them to justify such diminution. 


Evidence of Infirmity of Persons under Sixty. 


X. It shall not be lawful to grant any superannuation 
allowance under the provisions of this Act to any person 
who shall be under 60 years, unless upon medical certificat 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of the Treasur 
that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to 
discharge the duties of his situation, and thas such 
infirmity is likely to be permanent. 


Persons superannuated under Sixty may be 
required to serve ugain. 


X1. Every person to whom a superannuation or eompen- 
sation allowance shall have been granted before he shall 
have attained the age of 60 years shall, until he has attained 
that age, be liable to be cailed upon to fill, in any part of 
Her Majesty's dominions in which he shall before have 
served, any public oftice or situation under the Crown for 
which his previous public services may render him eligible ; 
and if he shall decline, when called upon to do so, to take 
upon him such office or situation, or shall decline or neglect 
to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, being in a 
competent state of health, he shall forfeit his right to the 
compensation or superannuation allowance which had been 
granted to hint. 


Persons to retain Right to Superannuation on 
Transfer to other Employment under the Crown. 


XII. And whereas it shall be for the advantage of the 
Public,service that officers holding employments entitling 
them to superannuation allowances under this or other Acts 
shall be eligible for other public employments at home 
and abroad, without forfeiting their claims to such allow- 
ances: 

Every officer already or hereafter to be transferred from 
employment entitling him to superannuation allowance to 
public employment under the Crown not so entitling him 
shall be entitled, on his ultimate retirement from the 
public service, to the same allowance as if he had continued 
to hold the vacated appointment and at the same rate of 
salary as when the same was vacated, subject nevertheless 
to the conditions which would in that case have been 
applicable with respectto the grant of such allowance; pro- 
vided that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the

Wueseas it is expedient to authorise the grant of 
special rates of pension to persons who have served in 
an established capacity in the permanent civil service 
of the State, where such persons have served in an un- 
healthy place: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : 


Determination of Places to be deemed unheallhy. 


1. Itshall be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
‘Treasury from time to time by any order or warrant to 
declare that any country or place therein named shall be 
deemed to be an unhealthy place, and the same shall 
thereupon be deemed, for the purposes of the Super- 
annuation Act, 1859, and this Aet, to be an unhealthy 
ace. 

PiBection thirteen, of the Superannuation Act, 1859, 
relating to the laying of orders and warrants before 
Parliament, shall apply to every order and warrant made 
under this section. 


Special Rate of Pension to Person who has served in 
unhealthy Place. 
2. When a person who has served in an established 


capacity in the permanent civil service of the State is 
entitled to any superannuation, compensation, gratuity, 
or other allowance under the provisions of the Super- 
annuation Act, 1859, two years service by him in an 
unhealthy place shall, in calculating the amount ofsuch 
superannuation, compensation, gratuity, or other allow- 
ance, be reckoned as service for three years ; and service 
in an unhealthy place for any greater or less period than 
two years shall be reckoned in the like proportion: But 
nothing in this Act contained shall alter or affect the 
second section of the Superannuation Act, 1859, so far 
as it requires a service of ten years before a person be- 
comes entitled to any annual superannuation allowance. 


Commencement of Act. 


3. This Act shall commence on the seventeenth day of 
February one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five, 
and apply to persons who have retired from the public 
service since that day.

4, This Act may be cited as the Superannuation Act, 
1875, and shall be construed as one with the Superannu- 
ation Act, 1859, and together with that Act may be cited 
as the Superannuation Acts, 1859 and 1875.

WueEneas, itis expedient to make provision for testing, 
according to fixed rules, the qualifications of the young 
men who may from time to time be proposed to be ap- 
pointed to the junior situations in any of Her Majesty’s 
Civil Establishments. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the Right Honourable Sir Edward 
Ryan, Assistant Comptroller-General of the Exchequer: 
John George Shaw Lefevre, Esq.* Companion of the 
Bath, Clerk Assistant to the House of Lords; and Ed- 
ward Romilly, Esq.,* Chairman of the Board of Audit; 
or such other persons as Her Majesty may from time to 
time approve in the stead of them or any of them; shall 
be Commissioners for conducting the examination of the 
young men 80 proposed to be appointed to any of the

And it shall be the duty of the Commissioners, in re-

The Rules applicable to each department under each

obtain certificates of qualification as aforesaid, such Ex- 
amining Board shall not make any alteration in respect 
to the nomination or appointment of candidates by those 
who are or may be charged with the duty of nomination 
and appointment. 

After the candidate has passed his Examination, and 
received hiscertificate of qualification from the Commis-

The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


‘Wuenrazas itis expedient to continue, with certain amend- 
ments, the existing provision for testing according to fixed 
rules the qualifications of persons who may from time to 
time be proposed to be appointed, either permanently or 
temporarily, to any situation or employment in any of 
Her Majesty's Civil Establishments, except as hereinafter 
mentioned: 

I. Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby ordered, 
that the Right Hon. Sir Edward Ryan, now First Commis- 
sioner under Her Majesty's Orders in Council of the 2Ist 
of May, 1855, and the 26th of April, 1862, and George 
Webbe Dasent, Fsq., Doctor of Civil Law, or such other 
persuns as Her Majesty may from time to time approve in 
the stead of them, or either of them, shall he Mer Ma- 
Jesty’s Civil Service Commissioners for testing the qualifi- 
‘cations of the persons s0 proposed to be appointed to any 
situation or employment in the Civil Establishments as 
aforesaid, and shall hold their offices during the pleasure 
of Her Majesty; the said Sir Edward Ryan continuing to 
De the First Commissioner, and the said George Webbe

before they are employed, be tested by or under the

III. No person shall be appointed to any office or em-

4th. That he possesses the requisite knowledge and 
ability to enter on the discharge of his official duties. 


IV. The rules applicable to each department, under 
each of the above heads, shall be settled, subject to the 
approval of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
by the said Civil Service Cowmissionere and the chief au- 
thorities of the ¢epartment. ; 

‘v. Except as hereinafter is excepted, all appointments 
which it may be necessary to make, after the 31st day of 
August next, to any of the situations included or to be 
included in Schedule A. to this Order annexed, shall be 
made by means of competitive examinations, according to 
regulations to be from time to time framed by the said 
Givil Service Commissioners, and approved by the Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, open to all persons (of 


the requisite age, health, character, and other qualifica- 
tions prescribed in the said regulations) who may be 
desirous of attending the same, subject to the payment of 
such fees as the said Civil Service Commissioners, with the 
consent of the said Commissioners of Her Majesty's Trea- 
sury, may from time to time require; such examinations 
to be held at such periods, and for such situations, or 
groups of situations in the same or different departments, 
as the said Civil Service Commissioners, with the approval 
of the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, shall 
from time to time determine, and to have reference either 
to the vacancies existing at the time of the examinations 
respectively, or to the number which may be estimated to 
occur within any period not exceeding six months after the 
commencement of the examinations, as the said Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners, after consultation with the chief 
authorities of the various departments, and with the ap- 
proval of the said Commissioners of Her Majesty's Trea- 
sury, may deem expedient. 

VI. After the candidate, reported as aforesaid by the 
Commissioners, has been appointed to an office or employ- 
ment, he shall enter on a period of probation, during 
which his conduct and capacity in the transaction of busi- 
ness shall be subjected to such tests as may be determined 
by the chief of the department to which he is attached, and 
he shall not remain in the public service after six months 
from the date of his appointment, unless satisfactory proofs 
of his fitness shall have been furnished to the chief of such 
department, and a certificate of his qualification shall 
have been issued by the Civil Service Commissioners. A 
formal record of the particulars and of the result of such 
probation, signed by the chief of the department. shall be 
furnished to the Civil Service Commissioners, and filed in 
their office, and they shall thereupon, and not sooner, if 
such record should be satisfactory, issue their certificate of 
the candidate's qualification for employment. The can- 
didate after, no less than before, the issue of such certificate 
shall hold his office at the pleasure of the chief of his 
department. 

VII. In case the chief of a department to which a situa- 
tion belongs, and the Lords of the Treasury shall consider 
that the qualifications in respect of knowledge and ability 
decmed requisite for such situation are wholly or in part 
professional, or otherwise peculiar, and not ordinarily to 
be acquired in the Civil Service, and the said chief of the 
department shall propose to appoint thereto a person who 
has acquired such qualifications in other pursuits, or in 
case the said chief of the department and the Lords of 
the Treasury shall consider that, either for the purpose of 
facilitating transfers from the Redundant List, or for other 
reason, it would be for the public interest that examination 
should be wholly or partially dispensed with, the Civil 
Service Commissioners may dispense with examination, 
wholly or partially, and may grant their certificate of 
qualification upon evidence satisfactory to them that the 
said person possesses the requisite knowledge and ability, 
and is duly qualified in respect of age, health, and 
character, 

VIII. And it is lastly hereby ordered, that the situations 
mentioned or referred to in the Schedule marked B, hereto 
annexed, shall be wholly excepted from the operation of 
this Order, provided that the chief authorities of any 
department, with the concurrence of the Lords of the 
Treasury, by notice in the London Gazette, may from time 
to time add situations to either of the said Schedules, or 
withdraw situations therefrom, or restore thereto situa- 
tions which may have been withdrawn.

ACT TO ENABLE BRITISH DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR AGENTS ABROAD TO 
ADMINISTER CATHS AND DO NOTARIAL ACTS. 


Act 18 & 19 Vie., Cap. XLIL.—July 2, 1855. 


Warnzas by an Act of the 6th Year of King George 
the Fourth, Chapter 87," Powers are given to British 
Consuls General and Consuls to administer Oaths and 
do Notarial Acts in the Foreign Places to which they 
are appointed; and it is expedient that the like Powers 
should be given to Ambassadors and other Diplomatic 
‘Agents and to Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents Abroad : 
Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Oaths may be administered by Ambassadors and other 
British Ministers Abroad, 


I. From and after the passing of this Act, it shall and 
may be lawful for every British Ambassador, Envoy, 
Minister, Chargé d’Affatres, or Secretary of Embassy or 
of Legation exercising his Functions in any Foreign 
Country, and for every British Vice-Consul, Acting Con- 
aul, Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent (as well as every 
Consul General or Consul) exercising his Functions in 
any Foreign Place, whenever he shall be thereto required, 
and whenever he shall see necessary, to administer in

the Peace or Notary Public in any part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or before any other 
legal or competent Authority of the like Nature.

V. If any person shall forge any such Seal or Signature 
as aforesaid, or shall tender in Evidence any such Docu- 
ment as aforesaid with a false or counterfeit Seal or 
Signature thereto, knowing the same to be false or coun- 
terfeit, he shall be guilty of Felony, and shall upon Con- 
vietion be liable to Penal Servitude for the Term of Four 
Years, or to be imprisoned, with or without Hard Labour, 
for any Term not exceeding Three Years nor less than. 
One Year; and whenever any such Document has been 
admitted in Evidence by virtue of this Act, the Court or

An Act to regulate the payment of Salaries and Allowances to British Consuls at Foreign Ports 
and the Disbursements at such Ports for certain public purposes. 


His Majesty may grant Salaries to Consuls. 
‘Waereas the Provision which hath been hitherto made 
for the Maintenance and Support of the Consuls General 
and Consuls appointed by His Majesty to reside within the 
Dominions of Sovereigns and Foreign States in Amity with 
His Majesty, out of the Money applicable under the Third 
Class of His Majesty's Civil List, as specified in the Schedule 
annexed to an Act made in the First Year of His Majesty's 
Reign, intituled “An Act for the support of His Majesty's 
Household, and for the Honour and Dignity of the Crown 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland,” is 
inadequate to the Maintenance and Support of such Con- 
suls General and Consuls; and it is expedient to make 
further and due Provision for that purpose ; be it therefore 
enacted by the King’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, That it shall and may be 
lawful for His Majesty, by any Order or Orders to be issued 
by and with the Advice of His Privy Council, to grant to 
all or any of the Consuls General or Consuls appointed by 
His Majesty to reside within any of the Dominions of any 
Sovereign or Foreign State or Power in Amity with His 
Majesty, such reasonable Salaries as to His Majesty shall 
seem meet, and by and with such advice as aforesaid, from 
‘Time to Time to alter, increase, or diminish any such Sala- 
ries or Salary as Occasion may Tequire.

II, And be it further enacted, That such Salaries shall be 
issued and paid to such Consuls General and Consuls with- 
out Fee or Deduction: Provided always, that all such 
Salaries as aforesaid be granted for and during His 
Majesty's Pleasure, and not otherwise, and be held and 
enjoyed by such Consuls General and Consuls as aforesaid, 
so long only as they shall be actually resident at the Places 
at which they may be so appointed to reside, and discharg- 
ing the Duties of such their Offices: Provided nevertheless, 
that in case His Majesty shall, by any Order to be for that 
Purpose issued through One of His Principal Secretaries of 
State, grant to any such Consul Generalor Consul as afore- 
said Leave of Absence from the Place to which he may be 
so appointed as aforesaid, such Consul General or Consul 
shall be entitled to receive the Whole, or such Part as to

Salaries so granted to be in lieu of Salaries and Fees 
‘formerly paid.—From Jan. 1, 1826, Consuls not to take,

III. And be it further enacted, That the Salaries so to be 
granted by His Majesty as aforesaid shall be taken and 
received by the said Consuls General and Consuls in lieu of 
and as a Compensation for all Salaries heretofore granted 
to them or any of them, and all Fees of Office and Gratui- 
ties heretofore demanded, received, or taken by them of or 
from the Masters or Commanders of British Ships and 
Vessels, or of or from any other Persons or Person, for or 
in respect of any Dutien of Services by such Consuls General 
or Conguls done, perfoi 2ed, or rendered, for or to any such 
Masters or Commanders, or other Person or Persons as 
aforesaid; and that no such Consuls General or Consuls as 
aforesaid shall, from and after the Ist Day of January, 1826, 
be entitled for or by reason or on account of any Act,Matter, 
or Thing by him done or performed in the Executionof such 
his Office,or foror on: pecountot any.

IV. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That it 
shall and may be lawful for all Consuls General and Con- 
suls appointed by His Majesty, and resident within the 
Dominions of any Sovereign, or any Foreign State or 
Power in Amity with His Majesty, to accept, take, and 


receive the several Fees particularly mentioned in the 
Tables to this present Act annexed, marked with the 
Letters (A.) and (B.), for and in respect or on account of 
the several Matters and Things, and Official Acts and Decds 
particularly mentioned in the said Schedules; and That it 
shall and may be lawful for His Majesty, by any Order or 
Orders to be by him made, by and with the Advice of His

Payment of any greater or smaller or new or additional

V. And be it further enacted, That in case any Consul 
General or Consul, appointed by His Majesty as aforesaid, 
shall, by himself or Deputy, or by any Person authorized 
thereto in his Behalf, ask, demand, receive, take, oraccept, 
for or by reason or on account of any Matter or'thing by 
him done or performed in the Execution of such his Office,
